The head of the United States 
farm bureau tells the farmers of that 
country that the best thing for them is 
acrop below normal. Well, the drought 
put the corn crop below normal all 
right. Perhaps the corn belt farmer 
can see that this was a blessing in dis- 
juise, and that he ought to hope for an- 
other drought next year. But the 
chances are that he doesn’t. 

The advantages of a sub-normal 
crop are more apparent from an arm 
chair than from the vantage point of 
the farmer who sits on the fence won- 
dering whether his crop is worth cut- 
ting.

STORMING THE GATES 
Eleven hundred and twenty-three 
persons who wished to enter Canada 
from the United States were turned 
back during August at Niagara Falls. 
From border points in western Can- 
ada during the entire summer there 
have been reports of swarms of men 
seeking to get into the Dominion. Van- 
couver despatches some months ago 
Stated that the unemployment situation 
there was being aggravated by a stream 
of recruits from beyond the boundary 
who succeeded in slipping past the offi- 
cials at the ports of entry 
It is doubtful if there is any consid- 
erable southward trek of Canadians to 
offset this northward migration, and at- 
tempted migration. Conditions in the 
United States are too well-known to en- 
courage those who have not found 
steady work in Canada to go there in 
Search of it. And United States offi- 
cials, it may be taken without doubt, are 
even more than usually vigilant at the 
present time to keen out migrants who 
are looking for work 
The actions of the hordes who are 
and have been clamoring for admission 
to the Dominion at points along the bor- 
der speak even louder than the official 
unemployment reports issued at Wash- 
ington. The testimony of their ar ;

Canadians who are disposed to think 
that conditions here are distressing 
should make note of the testimony th 
borne by those who know what condi- 
tions are in the adjoining country, The 
Dominion looks good just now from the 
outside. 


’ THE POPULAR VOTE 


According to a statement given out 
at Ottawa, 3,898,995 votes were polled 
in the recent Dominion election. At the 
election held in 1926 the total vote was 
3,278,062. Evidently the way to get a 
large turnout to the polls is to hold 
elections when times are slack. 

Conservative candidates received 1,- 
909,955 votes, while 1.800.515 ballots 
were marked for Liberal and Liberal- 
Progressive candidates, a difference of 
only 109,440. Yet that narrow margin 
was sufficient to oust a Liberal Govern- 
ment with a strong majority and install 
a Conservative Government with a 
stronger majority. 

Propagandists of proportional rep- 
resentation will see in this a sign that 
the electoral system should be scrap- 
ped and their hobby adopted. Under 
that arrangement Mr, King would have 
nearly as many followers in the House 
as Mr. Bennett; and neither of them 
would be able to set up a government 
with an assured majority large enough 
to enable it to really govern. 

Canada has had experience of a po- 
litically balanced parliament, and the 
results were not such as to recommend 
any electoral system that would tend to 
make that the normal condition of 
things. Whatever fault theorists may 
find with the present system, it does 
usually result in preventing stalemate 
and giving the country an administra- 
tion with power to carry through its 
policies. Thanks to this. the electors 
know what they may expect from the 
Bennett Government, and will be able 
to make an effective change if they do 
not find the results satisfactory.

“Generally Speaking, the Better a Woman Does 
Her Duty to Her Husband the Better She Does 
It to Her Children, for in That Way She Holds 
Her Home Together,’ Declares Dorothy Dix 


Is a woman's duty greater to her husband or to her children 
that a woman's duty is incomparably greater to her children tl 
lher husband. Her husband is the man with whom she entered 
matrimonial petroeship and her duties to 
him are specific and well defined and depen- 
dent, more or less, on his conduct and how 
1¢ fulfills his part of the bargain with her. 

Under certain conditiqns, it seems to 
me, that her moral obligations are wiped 
nut. It is certainly no part of a wife’s duty 
to love and honof an unfaithful husband, 
3r to work and make a comfortable home 
for a drunkard who defiles her roof with 
his debauches. If a woman still continues 
to give affection to the man who has been 
disloyal to her and to cherish the one she 
has to fish out of the gutter, it fs of her 
| grace, and not because he has any right to 
expect or demand it of her. 

In a word, when a husband fails in 
his duty to his wife, by that same token 
he cancels her obligation to him; but
